At the tine of the conMnoeriont of war^ Ilr, Tiujl wee a eeolor 
operatlone staff officer of the 2^th Any under the ooeoond of Geoeral 
XAMASiOTA, Following the fall of be drew up an ordor for the 

purge of two million Chlneee oerehante in the flalayon Penlnaula and 
Singapore, cloixainc that It waa neoeeeaiy for malntGlnlng security, and 
received the approval of the ootannnding officer* Ibis order, houever, 
wae eac t re um iy abstraet, and merely ordered the placing of the field 
nilltflry poiUee eorpa under the ooBoand of Itejor Generul KAVYdtUHA, who 
wae the Coenanding General of tiie Singapore Defense liaadQuarters aiad tsider 
Lt* General NISKBURA of the fionoe Regiment ctatlcnod near Singapore* 

Hr* Teuji, taking this order with hi% personally called on Hajor Concml 
KAl/AMIRA and l;t* General NIsrilHURA and ^ave oceiorete inetructione on the 
aathode of llqRldatlon* Ooocretely, he divided Singapore into six dletrlcte 
and aeci^^ied military poHoo, niudlliiiy military poll^ (Infontry wm 
wearing tectpororll^' the onaitend of tho military police} and pro^nponoso 
Chineee* 



All Chineee were loade to walk in a sln^e file in front of these 
military pdlloe and pro^aponeae Chlwaae pointed out tbooe who had Joined 
the Qrltlob Volmteer Arqr and imnbere or poet pmahore of antWapaneae 
reeistonce organlgatinne, eoeh ae the Cowimlet Party or the Blue Bobe 
Aseodatiop* After a aucnaiy inreetigatlon, th^ t«ere taken to tho eeaebore 
and aachine-gonned or were roped together, rowed out to eoa, and with 
wei^ta tied on to them, thrown overboard* 

Iho total of Chineee tbae IdLllod is said to be eetlmated at about 
10,OCX) maxiiwm, and oven at a miniiaon eetimate, is oaid to be 2,000* 

Staff Officer TKtJi made tho rounds of theee six military pdlloe atatione, 
ateppod up tho Uquldatlooe, and iritnessed tlie oRecutiona* If there were 
some who tried to eocapo, he odtaoniohed and egged on tho military police 
and made tiioc carry out the oxeoutlocu 

After tho end of the war, Hojor Goneral KAV/A!{URA (had been 
promoted to l#t* General) and lit Colonel OISMl of the Military Police (bod 
been promoted to Colonel) were given sentences of death fay hooglng fay a 
British mllltai^'' tribunal ond tt« Gensral MISMIII/RA was given life 
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iofsrlscni&etit^ uhlch^ housvsr^ vas obonged to deoth 1;^ hanglDg b (7 an 
Australifin mdJdtniy trihonal# Besides these thre^ there vrere sntiy other 
XiUtaiy Poliee nnibsrs «ho sere senteoeed to life liapriscnMnt md eho 
suffered many peers of detentlon« 

(2) Ibe Bataan Death Karcah 

S<Bie tine after the fall of ^*iiigapore« Mr* Xeujl tm reaesl^ied 
as Btaff Qffioer of the Infasrlal General Beadciaarteiro (chief of operaticns 
group). Around the Use of the fall of Bataai^ bo arrieed in the 
Phlllppliiee to dlrset the opentloos* Cto ^rll 9a he arrived at the 16th 
Ass^ General Headquarters ^diieh vas stetlcoed near Marlv dee op aoteon* 

His anlVBl eolnelded idth the surrender of Major General KING and oaop other 
offloers of the U.S. Philippine aho cane dom from the laountelm to 
aomoder. Mr* Tsojl denandad of the Senior Staff Qffioer of the X6K^ 

Ampt GqIgdcI Seboro V/AtftMADE^ to kill all the pilsoners of mr of the U*S* 
Philippine Amp eoimlerlng at the tins* Senior Staff Offloer WAIANABE 
naturally refOaed* Whan the Comaandlng Generel of the 16th Amp^ Lt* Gensnl 
MOBIDKA^ heard about thlsj he eae eoctreiaely angere d ^ and Incaadlately sent 
Ur. TSOJI packing. Staff QffLeer TSUJI ebo regarded this trsetnont with 
great dissatisfaction^ sent an order to the co man dl n g offlesr of supplies 
sho saa in charge of the treatosnt of prlsoners-of-esr decwnding their 
harsh trsatoent in the naae of the Staff of the Inporial General Heedgoar* 
tero.

22^ 1959 iaeue of the iwelOy aagastne p>rl^er« there oppeare 
a eonvereation betssen Hr. tSUJl and Mosel TOKOGAHA* In this oocv ersa tlon^ 
Mr. tSOJl laplled that be^ at the request of the gakassflo Tribaanabe 
authorized the tscutal chopping off of the beeda of about throe honlred 
Aaerieen soldiers with hunting lod.vee near a anuntoln gonge (the Panehlnga 
Blver idddi separated the Mvouaes of the I6th Arej and Oars Corps}* 

Mr* TSOJI oonf eased that this Is what la called the Bataan death oarche 

It should be 6e2f«evldetit» oonsidertog the situation shloh preoaded 
the lneideoit» shother it was the TakasegD Mbeaenn requested that thop 
be penltted to farutallj kUi the uhlte mn» or whether Mr* TSOJX on Ids 
can iaitlAtive lasosd ths osdtr to the TUasego Mbesean* After the end 
of the mt$ the U*S* sUltaxy tribunal passed a aontcnos of death tp 
on Logistics Major General KAV^ANK and OcOonal HIRAMO* At the 
datantion coop In Manila, Philippines (this was before the nilltaiy tiibonal), 
X was In the sods building tilth Colonel HIRAMO, with cur bunks side tp side, 
and Colonel IIIHAIIO repeatedly repsoadlied the loethods adopted Ip Staff 
Officer TSUJl. Be, however, was after all eKscuted* 

(3) Ikisaaere at the Alexander British Mllitaxy Hospital 

At the tloe of the offensive against Singapore, a reginent of British 
artillery corps oet up a lino of defense near the MeExn^or B^tiah Military 
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lUIltaiy Iteepital and cauaed oonaldemhio oafluaXtlse for the Japanese 
Greatly omoyed^ ^taff Officor wont InnocUateiy to the hospital when 
Singapore sumndered^ and accusing tho hospital that the "hoopital gave 
proteotloi to Skdltiah artillery aon with its Red Gross noric" naseaersd two 
to three hondred oodlaal ocn and norses of the hoopltal* 

After the end of the war. It. General lUTACUaa was detained In a 
prison in Singapore and was subjected to Inveotlgotioiu According to 
Oenml romWCllI, be hod paid a visit to the patisnta of tho hospital 
froB a purely huonnltarlan etandpclnt^ lut that it was oisanderstood ty 
the firitlah ndlltary authorttles that ha had Issued the order for the 
aasoaere and hod ocxso to see the petlsnto later because his oooeelcnoe gave 
falB no rest. 

(4) tjoidar of ^tos^ a leodlng Philippine Official 

This Incident Involves do personally^ and as it Is a oaqpUcatad 
and Bysteilais affair# I will leave oit tho details. It happened that 
Staff Offioer T30JI# after ooopletlng hla tw ef inspection cf Bataan 
oentloned above# come to the tIUltory Headquarters at ItanlXa on April ID. 

X reconoended by tolsgram that a high gevemawt official of the PblUppines# 
Jose Abed Sentoe# whc» cay osn hod captured# be used for cdlltniy adcdnlstre- 
staff Offioer TSUJI*s rooetlon to tbe cable 1 had dlqpotAed was to 
issue a stroi^ demand to tbe Military Headquarters in Manila to "Idll 
Santos lanodldtcOy**# and forosd then to Ismie the order. I tiled two pore 
tlmaa to save Centos and to take steps to got him to cooperate with cor 
country# but X was unable to oppose the three sueoassive orders froo the 
lUUtaxy Headquarters and was forced to eaxry cut tho eaosoution. 

this Santoe was sn soctrauely fine gentXecan# end If be bed be« 
alive# he i«uld veiy likely have becooe president. tk> t^ords een eaep r e ss 
the loss tbe execution of such a can means. Baeeuse of this# I was 
senteneed to a aHyyesr ImprisonDent# and spent seven years and three 
oenths In Pfdocn sd the prison in Hontenlopa in the Pbillpplnee.

It Is o welX-tocNCi fact and wltosssed ly many that Staff Officer Tsa JI 
often killed prisoners^o f ^ wr # took cut thsdr liver and made Ms om medldae 
out of It# and at times snoouragod the use of this nedldne to others. 

Around July ^# 194^ 1 heard with cy own ears staff Offioer TSUJl boast* 
fCUy telXlng this stoxy at the Scuth Pacific Hotel In Palau and It is 
soDSthlng which I shall never forget.

Staff Officer tSUJI beeoiaB the virtual comnandlng officer# the troops 
would be ro ved according to bis plena# and he was tyromleal over the
